Statistics Issued by the cold stor 
fge branch of the department of agri 
culture, Oltawa, show that during the 
six years which have clapsed since the 
passage of the act to encourage the 
erection of cold storage warehouses, 
much has been done along that line.

LAORA SECORD CENTENARY, 


Btery ef Brave Woman Whose Fame 
Will Live In Canada. | 
Monday, June 23, was the centen-' 
ary of a deed of heroism that will al. 
ways live in Canadian history, the 
accomplishment of which made pos- 
ble a great Canadian victory which | 


had its effects upon the {ssue of the 
war of 1812-14. \ 


On June 23, 1818, Laura Secord, | 


daughter of a United Empire Loyalist, 
and wife of a Canadian militiaman, 
who had been wounded at Queenston |

As the 
result of her heroic deed, Fitzgibbon,

(15 militiamen and @ small force of 
Six Nation and other Indians under 


Capts. W. Johnson Kerr and Domi- | 


nique Ducharme, surprised and at 
tacked the enemy at Beaver Dams, 
and after a short eTigagement, captur- 
ed Col. Bocrstler of the U. 8. army, 
his entire force of 642 men and two 
field pieces. 

This was undoubtedly one of the | 
most remarkable victories in our an- 
nals, and a victory, too, that helped 
to rid Upper Canada of the invaders 
and maintain this country as a Brit- 
ish land. 

At the time of her act of heroism 
Laura Secord was a woman of 33, 


the mother of five children. She was a | 


fine, tall, strong woman and she lived 
to the old age of 93, 

Other acts of bravery are attribut- 
ed to her, including that of saving her 
husband's life, for after he lay wound- 
ed, it is on record, that he would 
have been clubbed to death by the 
enemy had not his wife came to his 
assistance. 

A monument has been erected on 
Lundy's Lane in memory of this hero- 
ine, on which the following inscrip- 
tion is placed: 

“To perpetuate the name and fame 
of Laura Secord, who, on the 23rd of 
June, 1813, walked, alone, nearly 20 
miles by a circuitous, difficult and 
perilous route, through woods and 
aN arabe over dity roads to warn a 
British outpost at De Cew’s Falls of 
intended attack, and thereby enabled 
Lieut. Fitzgibbon, on the 24th of June, 
1813, with less than 50 men of His 
Majesty’s 49th Regiment, about 15 
militiamen, and a similar force of Six 
Nation and other Indians, under 
Captains William Johnston Kerr and 
Dominique Ducharme, to surprise and 
attack the enemy at Beechwood (or 
Beaver Dams), and, after a short en- 
gagement to capture Col. Boerstler of 
the U. 8. army, and his entire force 
of 542 men, with two field pieces. Thia 
monument, erected by the Ontario 
Historical Society from contributions 
of schools, societies, Her Majesty's 
49th Regiment, other militia organiza- 
tions and private individuals, was un- 
veiled June 22nd, 1901.”

‘may have been that on the whole 
their dpponents, who constituted the 
United States efterwards, may have 


| been a people of greatest intellectual 


ower. Leaders like Washington and 
efferson and Hamilton were men of 
| outstanding ability. Probably the 
Loyalist was a man who sometimes 
acted peculiarly, but who waz a man 
of very powerful sentiment. 
ed his thought to the past, he looked 
towards Britain as the motherland, 
the land where the King dwelt, and 
he would not yield. . . 

“As time went by another stratum 
| began to overlie the east. It came 
almost a wave from Britain mainly, 
and that wave came from the smaller 
units, the country and citics of Bri- 
| tain, the small farmer and artisan and 

ema}! townsman, and brought with it 
| many of the ideas that were begin-| 
ning to ferment in Britain during | 
those years. He came and that strat- | 
um superimposed on the other and| 
he brought with him a_ new type.

‘In the far east that struggle went 
on mainly, but in Ontario it went on 
to a lesser degree in the same way; 
in the far east led by men like Joseph 
Howe and others, and in the west by 
men whose nates are familiar to 
every home in Canada. 

“The Anglo-Saxon, the Briton, and 
those associated with them, can ba 
trusted to govern themselves, and no 
other people but them have ever 
made that marvellous discovery, 
What is it based upon? It is based on 
a splendid insight into humanity and 
avery fine trust in human nature. It 
is based really and fundamentally on 
that old British conception of free- 
dom; freedom which is at the very 
root of British history from the com. 
mencement. Freedom has put the 
Briton where he is, and it is the 
freedom in every part of the British 
Empire that our fathers struggled 
for, and it is on that in the long run 
that the Empire is based. 

“For a few moments let me turn 
to Quebec. Quebec was beautiful, 
was romantic, was full of history, the 
scene of possibly the greatest histori. 
cal event in some ways on this con- 
tinent. Quebec, more conservative 
than any other section of the coun- 
try; Quebee that arrogatcs to itself 
the right to call the Quebec mana 
Canadian—what has Quebee done and 
what will Quebec do?

Galt Landmark Razed, 

The work on the ‘demolition of one 
of Galt’s cldest structural landmarks 
began recently, when a big gang at- 
tacked the venerable Dumfries Flour 
Mill, on Ainslie street. The mill was 
established in 1816 by Absalom Slade, 
founder of Galt, and has been in con- 
stant service ever since, under var- 
ious owners, In the early days, when 
Galt was a trading centre, Dumfries 
| Flour Mill gristed for residents cover- 
‘ing a radius of 70 miles. It ia a co- 
jineldence that the present year, old 
| Dickson Mill, en Grand River, with a 
history dating back nearly a century, 
was also demolished. The latter gives 
place to a large new four-storey shoe 
factory and the Dunmifries Mill to an 
|armory and drill shed.

Canadian Pacific Railway reached

That memorable occasion dates back 
to July, 1886. To-day Canada has mort 
miles of railway per capita than any 
‘other country on earth, and HL 
‘railway officials tell us thit th. grea 
‘eonstruction has only fairly begun 
‘Indeed, the facts would scem to justi 
ify this view. 
| Up to the present time, it may be 
wetated, railway construction in Canada 
has been largely a matter of building 
main lines. Whatever rivalry there 
has been among the railway builders 
ha’s concerned itself chiefly with the 
‘contest for through traffic between 
terminal points. But now that the-e 
main terminals are practically com: 
pleted, the period is at hand for the 
‘extension of branch lines and the de: 
jvelopment of new traffic in the rich 
interior sections of the great west. — 
! This is precisely the history of rail. 
‘way building in the United States, 
when the gigantic construction and 
colonization era transformed the face 
of nature, rade deserts blossom into 
gardens, and created a new intand em. 
pire extending from the Mississippi 

And 
history, we have learned, repeats it 
self. 

Some impressive estimates were ad. 
duced a few weeks ago on the occasion 
of the Panama Canal conference at 
Calgary which showed in a@ striking 
Night the real needs of the Canadian 
‘West as regards transportation facili- 
ities. The substance of the conclusions 
idrawn was ag follows: 

“The three prairie provinces have 
an area of 432,000,000 acres. Laying 
"aside 92,000,00) acres for waste lands 
‘and lakes, and 200,000,000 acres for 
purposes other than raising grain for 
‘export, we should etill have an area 


| of 200,000,000 acres ‘of cultivable land, 


jeach acre of which on the average 
would produce an annual yield of 15 
bushels, making an aggregate annual 
yield of 3,000,000,000 bushels cf grain. 
That means that 90,000,000 tons of 
grain would have to be moved out of 
the prairies every year. Suppose one 
‘railway hauled one train every hour 
for 300 days every year, it would move 
7.200 trains in the year, This means 
that something like 27 railways would 
be needed to remove the grain of a 
single crop. These 27 railways would 
have to double their tracks te return 
their empty cars; and the 200,000,000 
acres left for stock-raising and other 
purposes would demand many tore 
railways, as would also’the increased 
passenger traffic that would result 
with this increased freight traffic.” 

It is those only who are unfamiliar 
with basic facts who undertake to 
criticize the present aggressive policy 
of the Canadian railway builders, and 
who make bold to assert that railway 
mileage extension in Canada is being 
overdone. A far more reasonable cri- 
ticism would be to argue that current 
contruction programa actually fail 
to keep pace with the growing requira- 
ments of the commercial West. Where- 
ever this is true, the railways them- 
selves must suffer together with the 
eommunity.—Arthur Bumstead in The 
Montreal Standard. 


The Old Coffee House. 


One of the buildings which looms 
up large in the history of St. John, 
N.B., is the Old Coffee House on the 
corner where now the Bank of Mont- 
real stands. In the daya when the 
U. E. Leyalists came north to New 
Brunswick it was a famous gathering 
place. An insight into the commercial 
life of the time is afforded one when 
it is remembered that the site upon 
which the tavern was built was valn- 
ed by a would-he purchaser a3 wort) 
“a Spanish doubloon and «# gallon cf 
Old Jamaica." Here for many years 
the men congregated to talk over the 
affairs of the town, to transact busi- 
ness, to interchange with every pas:- 
ing traveler and sailor the news from 
the outer world; here they read the 
story of Waterloo and fought it over 
again months after it had been lost 
and won, Here vame the wits and 
poets of the day, and here men fcr- 
got the struggle they were making in 
the newer country when they talked 
with those from over seas of the glor- 
ies of the home land. Irom Halifax, 
His Royal Highness, the Duke of 
Kent, for the moment moved his court 
to St. John, entertaining and being 
entertained with all the lavish hospi- 
tality of the times, Many years later, 
Edward VII., of peaceful memory,

An Annual Ceremony. 

A devoted band of old-timers in New 
Westminster annually perform a cere- 
mony that is probably unique in 
Canada. They are the 
Honorable Hyack Anvil Battery, and 
on the @4th of May each ycar they 
} gravely assemble and fire the “anvil 
|} salute’ of twenty-one guns in honor 
of Queen Victoria, who gave the city 
its name. 

The ceremony originated in 1864, 
when the visit of Governor-General 
Seymour happened to coincide with 
the Queen's birthday. The ccremony 
has been performed without a break 
|since its inception, and several of 
the battery, including Captain Peele, 
are the same men, albeit # trifle old- 
er, who first expressed the loyalty of 
the Royal City to its foster mother in 
this manner, 


Buoy Drifted 16,000 Miles. 


The Quebec agency of the Canadian 
Marine Department has received word 
that a gas buoy whieh drifted from 
its position iy the Lower £t. Lawrence 
River during the winter of 1912 has

From the Jaunting Car to the Modern | 
Electric Railway. | 

The first jaunting car was establisb-. | 
ed in Ireland tn 1815 by a Milanese, 
Carlo Biancont, who settled tn Dublin | 
and drove every day to Caher ond 
back, charging twopence a mile. From 
this small beginning tn 1837 be bad 
established sixty-seven conveyances, 
drawn by 900 horses, 

The extension of modern manufac. 
turing towns and cities demanded still 
greater conveniences, which were sup- | 
plied at first by the omnibus Ines, | 
which up to 1860 were the chief means | 
of urban and interurban transporta-: | 
tion, To these succeeded the street 
railroad, traversed by cars drawn by | 
one or more horses, and these in turn 
became wholly {nadequate to meet the 
demand of the suburban districts. 

The cable car, drawn by underground 
enble, was the next Innovation, but 
this about 1880 to 1800 was supplanted 
by the electric trolley lines, and these 
tenin were supplemented tn many cit: | 
jes by elevated and subway lines in| 
whieb the cars were propelled by elec 
tricity supplied by a third rail This 
latter device has alrendy been applied 
to extended lines of raflronds, and it
